Retailers Carry On 


The Hon, Alexander Wiley of Wisconsin, in dis- 
cussing problems that the retail stores of the nation 
face in supplying the consumer under a multitude of 
restrictions, said: 

“T believe there is no other group of Americans 
more concerned with the future of America than are 
the retail merchants. These retailers believe in the 
equality of opportunity, in justice administered im- 
partially. They want to live and let live in an atmos- 
phere of freedom . . - The retailers of America will 
spare no effort to win the war and-to restore and re- 
assert the principles arid the philosophy of life and 
government that have made America great." 

Congressman Wiley pointed out that difficult as has 
been the experience of retailers under the OPA, they 
have upheld continuation of the Price Control Act 
as a war necessity. ^However, it could have been bet- 
ter administered . ..
